The people of Clover Bar are to stage 
a pioneer celebration on August 17, when 
they will commemorate the founding of 
the settlement half a century ago, and do 
honor to the surviving pioneers and to the 
memory of those who have gone. The 
event will naturally centre about Mr. and 
Mrs. R. P. Ottewell, the first settlers in 
the district, who still reside on the home- 
stead that has become one of the finest 
farms in western Canada. 

The history of Clover Bar is very 
closely interwoven with the history of Ed- 
monton. It may interest some newer ar- 
rivals to know that in the days before the 
C,. and E. railway had been located these 
two communities were keen rivals as to 
which should be the site of the city that 
was to be on the Saskatchewan. Had the 
railway reached the river a few miles east, 
as there was a fair prospect of it doing, 
there would either be no Edmonton today 
or it would be located in a different place. 

As it was one of the first, so this has 
been one of the most progressive and 
prosperous farming districts in the west, 
and the splendid farm homes and heavy 
stands of grain attest the wisdom of those 
who chose to homestead there when they 
had the whole west to select from. The 
celebration of its founding will be a mat- 
ter of interest far and wide, and the Clover 
Bar people are likely to find themselves 
called upon to play hosts to a fair propor- 
tion of the population of the city and to 
thousands from other parts of this dis- 
trict. 


DEFLATING THE DREAM 

Those genial sophists who have been 
telling us that the Soviet five-year-plan is 
an era-marking success, and that the rest 
of the world may as well get to adopt Com- 
munism or starve to death, should be in- 
terested in Mr, Stalin's view of the matter. 

The head of the Soviet is under no 
such cheerful delusions. From a sufficient- 
ly detached viewpoint the five year plan 
may appear to be all that was hoped for, 
but Stalin knows better. Dreamers in 
capitalist countries, perplexed by econo- 
mic conditions they cannot explain, may 
crown Karl Marx as the final authority if 
they want to, but Stalin declines to take 
part in the ceremony. 

While foreign commentators are mar- 
velling at the achievements of Commun- 
ism in Russia, and inviting a neurotic 
world to consider the wisdom of setting 
up soviets everywhere, Mr. Stalin is pro- 
ceeding steadily to translate the commun- 
istic dream into a reality that is very dif- 
ferent. The Russian “experiment” began 
operations on the principle that everyone 
who worked should share alike in the pro- 
ceeds of the common effort. Some months 
ago Stalin ditched that arrangement, and 
decided that everyone who worked should 
get paid according to the amount of work 
he did. Last month he took another step 


in the deflation program and decided that 
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“Let integrity and uprightness preserve me” —#m =.

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workers shall also be paid in consideration 
of the kind of work they do. 

As matters now stand, the Soviet pays 
its employees according to the work at 
which they are engaged and according to 
the amount of work they do; not accord- 
ing to their needs, as Stalin very explicit- 
ly explained in introducing his latest ad- 
justment of the machinery. 

These two changes in the basis of em- 
ployment mark a notable advance toward 
the wage system that prevails in other 
countries, and a corresponding departure 
from the Communist idea that all should 
share alike, regardless of their abilities, 
diligence and occupations. One step re- 
mains to complete the parallel; to declare 
that the worker may save a part of his 
wages if he wants to and invest the money 
in hope of earning interest or profits. If 
anyone in Russia were to suggest that now 

except Stalin—he would be answered by 
a firing squad. But that Stalin will not 
only suggest it, but will make it the law 
of the land, there is little enough reason 
to doubt. 

Theorists located at a safe distance 
from actualities may contemplate Com- 
munism on paper. Stalin has to study it 
in flesh and blood. And that very practi- 
cal dictator knows that the kind of Com- 
munism the theorists dream about simply 
won't work, for the reason that the Com- 
munist won't work. Without the incen- 
tive of personal reward he loafs on the 
job, as anyone else would do. Hence the 
personal incentive is being restored, by 
successive steps, taken as rapidly as can 
be done without inviting an uprising of 
the loafers.

GALL BLADDER TROUBLES 

The gall bladder is situated under- 
neath the liver and is attached to a 
small duct which leads from the liver 
to the duodenum. The gall bladder 
sérves the purpose of a small reservoir 
to hold the slowly formed bile which 
sis discharged from the liver until it ts 
needed in larger quantities for diges- 
tion, at which time the gall bladder 
foes through a series of contractions 
and discharges the bile into the in- 
testines where it is needed 

When too much bile is manufac- 
tured by, the liver, the gall bladder 
may become overworked, and it often 
becomes inflamed or enlarged The 
gall bladder may also become infect- 
ed from bacteria coming up the com- 
mon bile duct from the intestines. By 
far the greatest number of gall blad- 
der disorders arise from either catarrh 
of the gall bladder or a sluggishness 
> to lack of exercise. At least three- 
fourths of all gall bladder cases occur 
in women and most frequently over 
thirty years of age. It has been esti- 
mated that 25 per cent of all women 
over sixty years of age have - gall 
stones, Over-eating, improper elimin- 
ation, and lack of exercise are un- 
doubtedly the important causes, Since 
the gall bladder acts as a storage ves- 
sel to hold the bile until it is needed 
fcr digestion, it becomes evident that 
whenever there is a sluggish condition 
or the bile becomes thickened, disease 
of the gall bladder is likely. Should 
the small passage coming from the 
gall bladder become inflamed, there 
is a partial stoppage of the bile flow 
The bile is necessarily retained in the 
gall bladder and some of it forced back 
into the liver. It may also be absorb- 
ed by the blood, causing a systematic 
poisoning, bringing on _ biliousness. 
headaches, nausea, and sometimes 
jaundice until the system can absorb 
the accumulated bile and throw it out 
through the kidneys or some other 
channel 

Inflammation of the gel! bladder 
may exist with or without gall stones 
It is often extremely difficult to diag- 
nose between inflammation or ca- 
tarrh of the gall bladder and gall 
Even the x-ray cannot alway 
to discover gall

There are two types of gall stones 
one consisting largely of cholesterol 
pigments and the other consisting 
principally of lime and megnesium 
The gall bladder seems to be 
abie to hold some of these stones 
without special symptoms other than 
headaches and slight yellowness of the 
skin. The pat'ents never appear per- 
fectly healthy, however, and usually 
feeling of fullness or, oppres- 
sion in the stomach and right side. 

One large gall stone is not likely 
to cause as much distress as several 
small ones, The reason for this is 
that the large one stays in the gall 
bladder and is prevented from injur- 
ing that organ by the bile acting as a/ 
lubricant. The smaller ones cause ir- 
ritation by being able to escape from 
the gall bladder and make their way | 
down the narrow bile duct into the in- 
testines. gIhe passing of a gall stone 
produces what is known as gall stone 
colic accompanied by violent  pain./

Fractured Tibia 


Question: J, B. asks: “How long 
does it generally take for a fractured 
tibia, five inches above ankle, to heal, 
and what are the foods one should use 
to help in the process?” 


Answer: It would be difficult for 
me to determine the length of time it 
would take for the bone to knit, with- 
out first carefully examining the frac - 
ture. The foods containing calcium, 
large quantities of which are found in 
cress, lettuce, spinach, cabbage, Swiss 
chard, turnips, lemons, oranges, milk, 
cottage cheese, asparagus and straw- 
berries, are the most valuable to use 
during the repair of a fracture. 


Sun Dried Whole-wheat Wafers 


Question: Mrs, A. C. asks: “Will you 
give me your opinion of a whole-wheat 
wafer made of genuine whole-wheat 
flour, honey, almond butter and dis- 
tilled water? The dough is rolled one- 
fourth inch thick, cut into wafers, and 
dried in the sun.” 


Answer: The combination of whoie- 
wheat flour and almond butter may 
be used, but the addition of honey 
might cause some gas. I do not believe 
that cereals are as easily digested 
when raw as when they are well cook- 
ed. Some raw foods are necessary to 
health, but one obtains the greatest 
benefit from the green vegetables and 
fruits.

Luscious cherries are on the market 
Their rich color and fresh flavor 
make them a favorite frult with every- 
one. The clever homemaker wants to 
capture and preserve that flavor for 
the winter. Then, too, cherry ripe 
Jelly or jam has a different taste, 
adding a tartness to jelly rolls, tarts 
and turnovers 

The new recipes are easier than 
canning cherries, and a most neces- 
sary change. Instead of using under- 
ripe fruit to make cherries jell, these 
recipes are for fully ripened fruit, 
There is no long boiling to destroy 
he fresh flavor end color of the ripe 
fruit 
CHERRY RIPE JELLY 

4 cups (2 Ibs.) Juice 

8 cups (34% Ibs.) sugar. 

1 bottle pectin. 

Use only fully ripened garden garden 
cherries Do not pit Stem and 
crush cherrries Add 14 cup cold 
water, stir unti) mixture boils, cover 
and simmer for 10 minutes. Drip 
through jelly bag. Measure juice and 
sugar info large saucepan 
| bring to a boil. At once add pectin, 
| stirring constantly and bring again 

to a full rolling boil and boll 4% min- 

ute. Remove from fire, ket stand 1 
| minute, skim and pour quickly. Oover 
| hot jelly with film of hot paraffin 
| For a soft, very slow set, use %% cup 
| less sugar, This recipe requires about 
[3 lbs. cherries and makes about 9 

eight ounce jars. 
WILD CHERRY OR 
CHOKCHERRY JAM 
| 4 cups (2 lbs.) pulp and juice. 

7% cups (3% lbs.) sugar 

1 bottle pectin. 

1% teaspoon almond extract. 

Use only fully ripened fruit. To 
stemmed fruit, add 114 cups water and 
simmer, covered, for 20 minutes. Re- 
move pits by sieving the fruit, Meas- 
ure pulp and juice into large kettle. 
Add sugar, mix and bring to a full 
rolling boil over the hottest fire. Stir 
constantly before and while boiling. 
| Boll hard for one minute, Remove 
| from fire and stir in pectin, Skim, 
| add almond extract, and stir occasion- 
| ally for just 5 minutes to cool slightly, 
to prevent floating fruit. Pour quickly. 
Cover hot jam with film of hot 
paraffin; when jam is cold, cover with 
% inch of hot paraffin. Roll glass 
to spread paraffin on sides, Requires 
about 314 pounds stemmed fruit. 
| Makes 11 to 12 eight ounce jars.

VIENNA, Aug. 10—Modern Austrian 
art has become conservative, almost 
academic, if one may judge from the 
secessionist exhibition now on view) 


in Vienna 
In this assemblage of 300 paintings, 


sculptures and prints, there are not 
a dozen modernistic works, All the| 
rest might have been accomplished 


almost a generation ago and belong 
in spirit to the last generation, 

O7 this circumstance, two explana- | 
tions are offered in Vienna, One, 
that modern Austrian art was beaten 
back by the war and has never re- 
covered. The other, that the school | 
is reacting against the excesses of 
German modernism } 

For my own part, I think neither 
of these explanations reveals the true 
situation. In my opinion, Austrian 
| modern art reached its highest point 
| before the war, indeed, had already 
begun to decline about 1910, 


| PICTURES DISPLAY 
LITTLE OF SOUL 
| ‘That is to say, Austrian modern- 
| ism had begun to decline as a school, 
as a movement. A few artists, of 
| course, have since gone forward, but 
they are extremely few, Only two of 
them are yet merit world-wide appre- 
clation—-the painter, Kokoschka, and 
the sculptor, Hanak. In the younger 
generation, the creative vitality of the 
| nation seems to have passed from the 
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| chant 


| her breath 


fine arts to the decorative and in- 
dustria! arts, in which field they are 
modernly unsurpassed, 

Ons finds in the pictures on dis- 
play little of the soul, only the brain 
and the hand.

| Understanding is Reached 
at Ottawa Meeting Last 
Week 


Tn addition to first mortgage s¢cur- 
ity on physical assets of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool, the province holds a 
floating charge on personal property 
including cash assets and as part of 
the understanding reached at Ottawa 
l last week between the Dominion and 
| prairie provinces and wheat pools 
Cash assets are to be made available 
| as security for the line of credit re- 
| quired by the organization to finance 
| its operations this year, declared Pre- 
mier J. EB. Brownlee on Monday fol- 
lowing his return from a week's v‘'t 
| to Ottawa 
{ The effect of the arrangement com- 
| pleted at Ottawa for the handling of 
| this year's crop, is to make it un- 
necessary for the province to post- 
pone its mortgage security on the 
| physical assets, which would otherwise 
be necessary to provide this line of 
| credit 


| HEDGE PURCHAS 


| As the pool will hedge all its pur- 
| chases made as a trading corporation 

risk of loss has been reduced to a 
minimum and if present prospects for 
| the Alberta crop materializes, this 
‘elevator system should continue to 
show the “very satisfactory results 
that have been consistently obtained 
so far as the actual elevator opera- 
tions are concerned during the last few 
| years.” 

Over the signatures of Premier 
Brownlee in this province, Premier J. 
T. M. Anderson in Saskatchewan and 
Premier John Bracken in Manitoba 
the following statement on the wheat 
pool situation was issued on Monday:

“Subsequently, the Prime Minister 
addressed a letter to each provincial 
premier concerned, declining to estab- 
Meh such a board, but suggesting as an 
alternative the formation of an inter- 
provincia] trading corporation to which 
| the Provincial Pool 
would be leased. It was also suggested 
that J. I. McFarland might act as 
| general manager and that the Domin- 
ion government might assist in financ- 
ing the operation of such corporation. 
CONFERENCE HELD 

“On receipt of this letter, a confer- 
ence was Jield at Regina Mr. Mc- 
Farland was u” willing to consider the 
position of general manager of such 
a corporation, The predominant fee)- 


ing at the conference was opposed to} 


the leasing proposal, but after com- 
municating with the Prime Minister by 
telegram and telephone, it was de- 
cided to canvass further the possibility 


operating separately as handling cor- 
porations with a central corporation 
handling al] sales, 
journed to meet later in Winnipeg 
after this proposal had been examined 
by technical advisers 

“At Winnipeg, the following week, 
it was the final opinion that difficul- 
ties in working out any scheme for 
centralized selling were such as to 
make it inadvisable to attempt to put 
it in operation in time to handle this 
year's crop which will be moving in 
a short time. It was therefore re- 
commended that each provincia) or- 
ganization would operate separately in 
purchasing, handling and selling its 
grain with a further recommendation 
that a Central Board be created to 
act in a co-ordinating capacity and 
to study further the possibility of cen- 
tralized efforts along marketing lines. 

“The last delegation to Ottawa 
| therefore was to obtain the co-opera- 
tion of the Federal Government tn ob- 
taining the necessary lines of credit to 


out obligating the provincial govern- 
ments to postpone their securities on 
the elevator systems because of any 
possible influence on provincial credit 
such postponement. might have in 
these difficult times. 


READY TO ASSIST 


“The Prime Minister was ready to 
assist the provinces and as a result 


by representatives of the banks, the 
provincial pool organizations are as- 
sured of ample lines of credit for the 
Season's operations, 
| organization will therefore function in 
exactly the same manner as privately 
owned enterprises and will also con- 
duct a voluntary pool for such as may 
desire to sell 
way. An initial payment of 35 cents 
will probably be paid instead of 30 
cents as formerly announced. As a 
bonus of five cents per bushel is to 
be paid to all producers of grain, in 
etfect this brings the initial payment 
in the voluntary pool to a 40 cent 
basis number one, 

A complete cut-off has been made 
from previous years’ operations and a 
| settlement arranged as between 
pools, the provincial governments and 
the banks. Members of the pool and 
farmers generally desiring to do so 
| may therefore patronize the pool ele- 
| vator facilities with complete assur- 
ance that their grain will be dealt 
with as a separate crop and without 
in any way being liable for any debts 
or obligations of past years

Commissioners to Recom- 
mend Civic Workers Give 
One Day's Pay 


A definite recommendation goes to 
council] on Monday night from the 
city commissioners to the effect that 
one day's pay per month be given up 
by city employe 

This is the alternative to the orig 
inal decision of council] which was that 
wages and salaries be reduced by five 
per cent 

The commissioners say that as in- 
tructed by council they have carried 
negotiations with the epresent- 
atives of the various civic union 

As the result they have come to the 
conclusion that the alternative pro- 
posal of deducting the equivalent of 
one day's pay per month will be pre- 
ferabie to the original reduction of 
five per cent, and further that this 
reduction shall apply to all permanent 
civic employees, including single em- 
ploye without dependents but 
should not apply to married employer 
whose wages do not exceed $100 per 
month 

The commissioners say that while 
they have met with a favorable re- 
sponse for the most part from the 
various organizations, certain of them 
have not acquiesced in the proposa 
and taking all the circumstances into 
account, it appears that the alterna- 
tive proposal of one day's pay per 
month as now suggested should be 
made definitely effective, dating from 
August Ist as previously decided upon
